A special Presidential task .force has 
been established to reduce overlapping and 
duplication in U. S. intelligence operations. 

The elimination, of duplication in such 
; operations, the coordinating and consoli- 
dation of tlic flow of information to the 
President, was a major reason for the 
icstablishment of the CIA by Harry S. Tru- 
man. But while the CIA- appears to bo 
'failing in this central job, it has assumed 
■ a great many other highly questionable • 
j roles. 

For exa mple, it has just disclosed a 
; stuuQ jliLhj . fa~dvteT~Fna] showing that 
. ; Soviet ecoi^iic growth rates have fallen 
I sharply below those of the U. S. 

It is reassuring to learn that the gap 
between the Soviet and American econo- 
mies, instead of narrowing as Premier 
Khrushchov boasted it would, is increasing. 

But is it the busine ss of the CIA to pub- 
Msh sucl~handiwork? 'Phat woinrr'^ ^CTt . 
" Th be a rc.sponsibility of the State or Com - 
merce iJepts . or the' While House. Cer- 
taliTiy u-ic impact upon. Asia, Afi’ica and 
Latin America would have been far greater 
if Uic I'cport had such sponsorship.

hower’s against the impact of tlie military- 
industrial complex on government policy.
